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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-3, 5, 7, and 9-13 are pending. 

2. The following new grounds of objection and rejection are necessitated by the amendment filed 
11/3/03. 

3. Claims 2-3 are objected to because of typographical errors, i.e., "that f ' and "apopt sis" recited in 
claim 2, line 13. 

4. Claim 9 is objected to because of typographical errors, i.e., "morphol gy" and "zei sis" recited in 
claim 9, line 2. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 10 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The recitation of "for a time sufficient to induce apoptosis in cell exhibiting normal acid 
sphingomyelinase" in claims 10 and 1 1 is ambiguous, indefinite because the method requires 
exposing acid sphingomyelinase deficient cells and out of the blue the cells now exhibits normal 
acid sphingomyelinase. One of ordinary skill in the art cannot appraise the metes and bound of 
the claimed invention. 

6. Claims 1, 5, 7, 12, and 13 are allowed.
